BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF NORTH DAKOTA:

SECTION 1. LEGISLATIVE MANAGEMENT STUDY - ADEQUACY OF
PROPERTY TAX RELIEF FOR RETIRED INDIVIDUALS. During the 2021-22
interim, the legislative management shall consider studying the impact of property
tax policies on retired individuals. The study must include a review of the various
approaches to providing property tax relief to retired individuals, including a review of
whether the relief provided by the homestead property tax credit under section
57-02-08.1 is adequate and the feasibility of including local contribution requirements
for a portion of the credit. The legislative management shall report its findings and
recommendations, together with any legislation required to implement the
recommendations, to the sixty-eighth legislative assembly."
